CRESCENT OF RIVERS FOUND 
IN HEART OF SOUTH AMERICA 


Amazon Linked With Estuary of 
La Plata, Explorers Report; 
Theory Sustained. 

By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, March 21.— 
One tremendous crescent of river 
systems through the heart of South 
America, forming what would be 
undeniably the greatest river:chain 
in the world, links the estuary of 
La Plata with the mouth of the 
Amazon. This is the report brought 
back to civilization by two Ger- 
man explorers, Wilhelm Plichta 
and Wilhelm Kaap, just returned 
from the wildernesses of the Up- 
per Paraguay River. 

Thousands of miles of water, 
from the Argentine plains through 
Paraguay, inland Brazil and the 
lower tributaries of the Amazon to 
the Amazon’s mouth just under the 
equator, have thus been shown to 
be joined in the forests of the Bra- 


zilian province of Matto Grosso. 


Plichta and Kaap declared that 
the higher affluents of the Para- 
guay River were linked with the 
lower tributaries of the Amazon, 
createst river in the world. These 
German explorers thus have con- 
firmed a hypothesis which some 
geographers had based on similar- 
ity in the fauna and ichthyology of 
South America’s two largest river 
systems, 

The interest of their discovery is 
chiefly scientific as it adds nothing 
to the 50,000 miles of inland navi- 
gation afforded by the Amazon and 
its tributaries. 


SHAW'S GARDEN GETS AWARD 
FROM MASSACHUSETTS SOCIETY 


Medal Is Given for Exhibit on Se- 
erct Process’ of Growing 
Orchids.

BOSTON, March 21.—The gold 


medal of the Massachusetts Hor- 
ticultural Society was awarded to- 
day to the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den for its exhibit illustrating a 
secret process of growing orchids 
from their microscopic seed.

The show, celebrating the 
centenary of the Massachusetts

acres of floor space, and 24 gar- 
den clubs were in competition.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
March 20 (By Wireless).—Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd is isolat- 
ed under the peaks of those moun- 
tains which he discovered on )is 
first flight. He is only 128.miles 
away but if he had to walk home 
it would take him three weeks be 
cause of the weather, 

But long before that becomes 
necessary the remaining plane in 
commission, “The Stars and 
Stripes,” should be able to make 
a flight and bring him and his 
companions, Malcolm Hanson ra- 
dio operator, and Larry Gou!d 
geologist, back to the base. 

Although it is necessary to reach 
them as soon as possible, because 
of the lateness of the season, we 
are not worfied about their pres- 
ent situation, as we were about the 
others, for we have radio commu- 
nication with them two or three 
times a day, and Byrd is able to 
keep in touch with what is going 
on here while sitting in his snow- 
bound tent. 

It is a serious matter, being that 
far away from the: base without 
dogs at this time of the year, be- 
cause the hours of daylight are 
getting rapidly shorter and in a 
month the sun will disappear al- 
together. So pilots*and weather 
men are Watching for a break in 
the clouds and wind which will 
enable Dean Smith to make an- 
other rescue trip in the plane. 

Dog Teams Go to Get Byrd. 

In the meantime, the dogs are 
making their way eastward, hav- 
ing Started yesterday, so that if the 
commander and his companions 
have to start back on foot, pulling 
a sled, they may be met by the 
faster teams and relieved of that 
heartbreaking Jabor. 

Word was received from Byrd 
this morning that “All fs well,” and 
Hanson sent the following message 
to me: 

“Sad to see WFF (the Fokker) 
So’ cracked up. She carried her 
crew safely and faithfully, but*the 
wind got even with her.

PARIS, March 21.—From all 
parts of the world, from high and 
low, from Kings and Princes and 
humble _— soldiers, homage was 
brought today to the bier of Mar- 
shal Ferdinand Foch as France 
prepared to do its soldier son the 
greatest honors within its power. 

To the home where the General- 
issimo of the Allied armies of 1918 
died at sunset yesterday, an un- 
ending procession of distinguished 
personages and messengers began to 
arrive before dawn and continued 
throughout the day. Late in the 
day the gencral public, which gath- 
ered in great-numbers outside the 
house, was admitted to view the 
body. 

The high and low of France min- 
gled in the Marshal’s courtyard 
with those of other races whose 
kin served in the World War under 
the supreme command of the dead 
French warrior. 

While an unending procession of 
Generals, Ambassadors, Ministers 
of State and distinguished figures 


jand several] thousand others came 


to the Foch. home, the French 
Chamber of Deputies voted to give 
the Marshal a national funeral, the 
sixth in the history of France. 

The French Cabinet late today 
settled finally on the funeral ar- 
rangements. The Marshal's body 
will lie in state a full 24 hours, by 
the side of the Unknown Soldier, 
all Sunday and Sunday night. 

Monday the body will be, placed 
in the Crypt of the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame, where a National fu- 
neral will be held Tuesday. 

Immediately after the funeral], 
the body will be taken to its last 
resting place under the dome of the 
Invalides, where Napoleon sleeps. 

Premier Poincare, who probably 
will be the only speaker at the 
Invalides, wrote former Premier 
Clemenceau tonight asking ° the 
“Father of Victory” to join in Tues- 
day’s ceremonies. 

Watching the arrival and de- 
parture of those who came to bid 
the Marshal farewell in the dark- 
ened room where he died was to 
turn the pages of history of the 
world sinee 1914. 

The Belgian Ambassador, whose 
country suffered the first wounds 
of the war, was followed by formér 
Premier Clemenceau of France, 
and a few minutes later came 
Marsha! Joffre, aged and now thin. 

Pershing Views Body. 

Then*came Myron TT. Herrick, 
the American Ambassador, who, 
when Paris was threatened in the 
early days of the war offered to 
put his own country’s flag over 
the shrines of French glory to pro- 
tect them from harm. 

The famous one-armed General, 
Gouraud, the defender of Paris, 
was there, too, stooping over the 
body of the Marshal to pin upon 
his breast the Grand Cross'of the 
Legion of Honor, the highest of 
his country’s decorations. 

Then Gen. John J. Pershing. 
commander of thé American Ex- 
peditionary Forces, and Marsha! 
Petain, who commanded the 
French under Foch, walked with 
slow steps to the death bed. ° 

Representing all of France in 
his sorrowful mission, Gaston 
Doumergue, President of the Re- 
public, was one of the early call- 
ers. He was escorted to the death 
bed and expressed to the Mar- 
shal’s widow the grief of the whole 
nation. 

King Albert Visits Bier. d 

King Albert of Belgium, himself 
a close friend of the allied Gener- 
alissimo, left Brussels at noon to 
pay his personal tribute to the late 
Marshal. He arrived here late in 
the afternoon and went at once to 
the Foch home.

MAYOR CALLS FOR 
INVESTIGATION OF 
RYCKOFE'S WORK 


Asks Grand Jury Inquiry 


and Says if Contractor 
Overcharged City He 
Will Sue to Recover. 


“ALWAYS SUSPICIOUS 
OF THAT CONTRACT” 


Brings City Counselor, 
Public Utilities Director 
and City Lighting En- 
gineer Into Conference. 


Mayor Miller, when placed in 
possession today of the results of 
the Post-Dispatch survey of side- 
walk repaving done under A, M. 
Ryckoff’s lighting contract, sum- 
moned to his office Director of 
Public Utilities Pritchard, George 
B. Heath, superintendent of electric 
lighting, and City Counselor 
Muench. After the facts learned 
by the Post-Dispatch had been re- 
cited to them by Post-Dispatch re- 
porters, the Mayor said: 

“I will order an immediate in- 
vestigation. If these facts are prov- 
en to be true, I will order the City 


Counselor to file suit immediately 
for recovery of money paid to Ryc- 
koff in excess of what was coming 
to him. I will also do my best to 
bave the Circuit Attorney indict 
him.” 

Continuing, the Mayor said: 

“T have always been suspicious 
of that contract. Before it was let, 
Bill Fuetterer told me Ryckoff was 
going to get it. I couldn’t under- 
stand how anybody outside City 
Hall would know that. That made 
me suspicious,. and caused Mme to 
have an inquiry made.” 

Asks Grand Jury Inquiry. 

At noon the Mayor gave to the 
press the following letter which he 
had addressed to Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller: 

It has just been brought to my 
attention by representatives of 
the Post-Dispatch that there 
were features of the execution of 
the contract for Districts B, C 
and D of the municipal lighting 
system which indicate the work 
paid for by the city was not 
honestly estimated or reported. 

Investigations made by vari- 
ous departments in the past un- 
der my direction and evidence 
brought out at the time of the 
hearing of the Wall matter indi- 
cated that the specifications and 
plans drawn under the former 
Director of Public Utilities, Mr. 
E. E. Wall, in collaboration with 
the former Chief Electrical En- 
gineer, Mr. Ralph Toensfeldt, for 
the first work on the lighting 
system, were not as full or com- 
plete as they should have been 
and did not call for records in 
as much detail as was required 
to check the work properly. As 
a result, a controversy aroge 
several years ago over the 
amount ‘that was due on one of 
the earlier contracts. Because 
of our inability to arrive at the 
absolute figures, through the ab- 
sence of these necessary records, 
a compromise had to be effect- 
ed, upon the basis of which pay- 
ment was made. 

While I understand that none 
of- my official acts are being 
questioned, yet, In order that we 
may determine whether there is 
any basis for the charge thatany 
part of this work was not hon- 
estly done, or whether the city 
was taken advantage of in any 
way, I herewith ask that you 
have. a full investigation made 
by the grand jury of all the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
making and execution of any of 
the contracts for any part of 
the lighting system, and I pledge 
you the fullest assistance on my 
part and on the part of any of 
our departments, in connection 
with such investigation. 

Mayor Orders a Survey. 

The Mayor directed Director 
Pritchard and Heath t6 make a 
thorough investigation of Ryc- 
koff’s work. 

“The best way to do this is to 
make a survey, as the : Post-Dis- 
pateh did,” suggested Charles Gon- 
ter, Heath's assistant. 

“Do that any everything else 
necessary to get at the facts,” the 
Mayor directed. . 

Pritchard, Heath and Gonter 
later determined to survey the 
work in question and invited the

REVOLT LEADER 
IN VERA CRUZ 
PUT 10 DEATH 


Gen. J. M. Aguirre, Cap- 
tured Yesterday After 
Skirmish, Is Executed at 
La Magras.

MEXICO CITY,:- March 21.—Gen. 
Jesus M. Aguirre, commander of 
the short-lived rebellion im the 
Province of Vera Cruz, was ecxe- 
cuted at La Magras, Vera Cruz 
Province, at 7 a. m.. teday, after 
court-martial. The official an- 
nounceemnt did not state whether 
the body would be brought to Mex- 
ico City for burial. 

Aguirre was captured yesterday 
after a short fight between Fedér- 
als and his few followers in which 
two Generals were killed, it was 
announced at Chapultepec Castle. 

The excitement manifest last 
night in Government offices at the 
castle was abated today. The Gov- 
ernment is convinced that the led- 
eral garrison at Mazatlan, Sinaloa, 
will be able to hold that important 
seaport, 

Expects to Hold Mazatlan. 

The commander of the Mazatlan 
garrison telegraphed the Govern- 
ment at 2:15 a. m. today that reb- 
els had fired a few shots but had 
not begun the attack which had 
been expected for several hours. 

The Federal garrison numbered 
2500 and the attacking rebels 
seemed -to be 2000;or 3000 strong, 
Government offices were informed. 
The strongly entrenched position 


|} of the Federals and the topography 


of the city, which makes-Mazatlan 
easy to defend, inclined the Goy- 
ernment to believe that forces now 
there were ample for the defense. 

It was thought that Gen. Calles 
would not immediately. send any of 
his men from Torreon to reinforce 
the Mazatlan garrison.

In its survey the Post-Dispatch 
dealt with brick and concrete re- 
paving—only two of the 36 items 
in Ryckoff's contracts, for which 
he wus paid a total of $1,856,- 
476.67. This payment was $656,- 
851.78 more than his bid and was 
$300,000 over the highest bid sub- 
mitted. 

The city paid Ryckoff $2235,- 
686.89 for brick repaving. The 
Post-Dispatch survey shows that 
he should have been paid only 
$50,496.38 for this item. 

The survey of the concrete re- 
paving in the paved area showed 
that it seldom exceeded 10 inches 
There are miles of it 
narrower than that in the 270 
miles of streets traversed by the 
Ryckoff trench. Assuming, how- 
ever, for the sake of calculation, 
that the repaved concrete was a 
full 10 inches wide throughout, 
and allowing.54,000 square feet 
for repaving around the base of 
light standards and 35,198 feet 
for repaving where actual mea- 
surement showed it was in excess 
of the 10-inch width, the surver- 
ing engineer reported that there 
was no place to lay 1,592,641 
square feet of the brick for which 
Ryckoff was paid 11 cents per

John C. Pritchard, Director of 
Public Utilfties, was an enginéer 
in the Water Department for sev- 
eral years prior to his appoint- 
ment as Water Commissioner —- in 
June, 1925. When Edward E, 
Wall, ‘Director of Public Utilities, 
was ousted by Mayor Miller in 
April, 1926, Pritchard was ap- 
pointed to succeed him. 

As Director of Public Utilities, 
Pritchard has supervision of the 
$8,000,000 bond issue street light- 
ing projects; the $12,000,000 bond 
issue project for construction of 
the new waterworks on the Mis-

The Post-Dispatch employed -R. 


Ryckoff contracts then were con- 
sulted. At the instance of the Post- 
Dispatch, Chief Inspector Meyers 
of Comptroller Nolte’s office sup- 
plied full data on original esti- 
mates and actual work paid for so 
that accurate comparison with a 
surveyed measurement of the work 
could “be made. 

Meyers prepared a list of the 
items in the contract, 36 in num- 
ber, each item showing the esti- 
mates made by city engineers in 
their specifications of what they 
believed to be the maximum 
amount of work required and ma- 
terlal necessary, and the actual 
work and material paid for. Ex- 
tended from these two columns 
were columns showing the amounts 
over or under the estimates as de- 
termined by Ryckoff'’s final bills. 
These figures represent the 
claims of Ryckoff, nothing more, 
and the amounts he was paid. 
There is no proof in Comptroller 
Nolte’s office that the figures,, 
taken from Ryckoff’s bills as ap- 
se by Director of Public Util- 
itiesePritchard, aré. correct or rep- 
resent the actual amount of work 
done or material furnished. The 
only fact Comptroller Nolte is sure 
of is that the city footed Ryckoff's 
bill.

Assuming the total of 527,848 
square feet of concrete sidewalk 
replaced, the amount of 54,000 
square feet replaced in connec-

his signature, the Mayor turned to 
the Post-Dispatch reporter at City 
Hall and said: 

“T finderstand your paper has 
had Toensfeldt giving information 
to the Circuit Attorney trying to 
make it out that there’s been graft 
in this light contract. If there's 
been any graft I want to know it. 
I'll ask Miller (the Circuit Attor- 
ney) to investigate it. The Post- 
Dispatch won't have to do it,’ 
(Toensfeldt, mentioned by the 
Mayor, is Ralf Toemsfeldt, former 
chief electrical engineer of the De- 
partment of Public Utilities, who 
resigned April 1, 1926, after his 
superior, Director Wall, had been 
dismissed from the city’s service by 
Mayor Miller.) 

Reporters for other newspapers 
asked the Mayor if he knew any- 
thing about any graft in connection 
with the street light contract under 
the bond issue. 

“No,” the Mayor replied, “I'd 
like to know if there is any, I 
don’t know anything about it. If 
the Post-Dispatch will give me any 
information tending to show there 
has been graft, I'll ask the Cireuit 
Attorney to investigate it.” 
Publication of the incident was 
made in the Post-Dispatch that 
day, together with the statement 
that for several weeks the Post- 
Dispatch, based on information 
that had come to it, had been con- 
ducting an independent inquiry 
irito the street lighting contracts. 
The inquiry was started Jan. 15, 
when the Post-Dispatch was in- 
formed that Circuit Attorney Mil- 
ler was contemplating a grand jury 
investigation into the contracts. 


Engineer’s Study of Figures. 
The figures supplied by Chief 
Inspector Meyers were first. sub- 
mitted by the Post-Dispatch to an 
electrical engineer for _analysis. 
After examining them two days 
he reported what he said appeared 
to be an extraordinary variance 
between the estimates by the city 
engineers and Ryckoff’'s final bills. 
He directed attention to the 
sidewalk brick and concrete items 
claimed by Ryckoff and for which 
he was paid. As a rule, he said, 
an engineer should have little trou- 
ble coming within 10 per cent of 
estimating such items. He pointed 
out that Ryckoff's claim on con- 
crete repaving was 780 per cent 
over the city engineer’s estimate, 
ard chai he was 695 per cent over 
the estimate on brick. 

Taking these two items as an 
example, the engineer reported he 
could not find a way within rea- 
son to account for all the concréte 
and brick work claimed by Ryc- 
koff. -He also reported other 
claims of Ryckoff to be out of line 
with sound engineering principles, 
assuming that the estimates of en- 
gineers who made the plans and 
specifications were reasonably cor- 
rect. 

City Without Necessary Data. 
With this report, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called on George B. Heath, 
chief electrical engineer in the De- 
partment of Public Utilities at 
City Hall, for exact information on 
the length of paved and unpaved 
area in districts B, C and D 
through whieh Ryckoff laid his 
trench. This information was need- 
ed to determine if the city had 


H. Buchmueller, civil engineer with 
offices in the International Life 
Building, to measure some of the 
Ryckoff work. 

Buchmueller placed at the head 
of two groups of three surveyors 
each James A. Benson, an accred- 
ited eity surveyor, to direct the 
work of measurement. These men, 
over a period of two weeks, walked 
over the entire distance .of 270 
miles covered by the electrical cir- 
cuit supplying current to the 8159 
light standards Ryckoff was paid 
for erecting in districts B, C and D. 
They measured the length of un- 
paved area through which Ryck- 
off trenched over the entire dis- 
tance, between sidewalk and curb 
or wherever the circuit led them. 
They found a minimum of 509,730 
lineal feet of unpaved area in 
which the trench was laid. 

Next they measured the square 
feet of concrete frepaving they 
‘found in excess of the (10-inch 
width, allowed by the engineers as 
a liberal covering of the trench. 
The measurement of excess con- 
crete included all repaving, wheth- 
er over the trench or adjoining it, 
and amounted to 35,198 square 
fest. In arriving at the length of 
trench covered by concrete, thie 
35,198 square feet in excess of 10 
inches, together with 64,000 square 
feet of paving around the base of 
6000 light standards, was deducted 
from ~Ryckoff’s claim of 627,848 
square feet of concrete repaved. 
This reduced the total for trench 
covering to 488,650 square feet, o 
524,380 lineal feet of trench to be 
covered by concrete 10 inches 
wide. : 


| Ryckoff’s bid was too low, and 


‘ Heath said: ‘‘No field survey was 
made by Ralf Toensfeldt (former 
superintendent) for the specifica- 
tions for this job. In a hearing 
on the Ryékoff contract, E. T. Al- 
lison, an electrical contractor who 
figured the job, stated that the job 
would run over the estimate. 


his estimates of quantities 
too low.” 

Directors Pritchard and Heath 
admitted in the presence of Mayor 
Miller that the basis of the Post- 
Dispatch caluculations—a 10-inch 
width for concrete repaving and 
30 inches for brick—was liberal, 
Heath pointing out that six and 
nine inches for concrete repaving 
and 30 inches for brick were speci- 
fied by them on subsequent light- 
ing contracts. 

Actual work on the contract was 
started by Ryckoff under former 
Director Wall and’ former Chief 
Dlectrical Inspector Toensfeldt in 
Iebruary, 1926. They left office 
April 1, when, Toensfeldt said, only 
30,000 feet of the 1,425,112 foot 
trench had been excavated. The 
remainder of the work was execut- 
ed and paid for under the super- 
vision of Director Pritchard and 
Heath. 

Associate City Counselor Field, 
who represented the city in the 
trial and removal of Director Wall, 
Pritchard’s predecessor, was pres- 
ent at the conference in the May- 
or’s office, as was Charles Gonter, 
assistant superintendent of light- 
ing.

He said that he deeply regretted 
the death of Judge Gayer and for 
that reason regarded his inaugura- 
tion into the duties of the court as 
a solemn occasion rather than a 
festive one. 

Bader, who Is 42 years old, was 
born and educated in St. Louis. He 
attended Irving School and Central 
High School and was graduated 
from the Washington University 
Law School in 1910. 

In 1914 he opposed Howard 
Sidener for the nomination for 
Prosecuting Attorney and was de- 
feated. After serving as Assist- 
ant City Attorney, he was appoint- 
ed Associate City Counselor in 
1915. Soon after his appointment 

| he was secretly married to Miss 
Hazel V. Emberson of St. Louis. 

He was made First Associate 
City Counselor in 1920 upon re- 
tirement of William H. Killoren, 
Circuit Judge-elect. He resigned 
in 1925 to engage in private prac- 
tice. It has been denied that his 
retirement was due to the fact that 
his father, Herman Bader, Clerk 
of the Court of Criminal Causes, 
had opposed the nomination of 
Victor J. Miller for Mayor.

Perhaps this 
hardly matters, since literature has 
come to be largely a selling game, 
anyway, and ought to be regarded 
frankly as such. 

It appears, however, that there 
are stil] those old-fashioned people 
who believe that literature is some- 
thing more than a commodity 
whose value is determined solely 
by the “gemand” that can be .cre- 
ated for it by this or that publicity 
godge. John Macrae, the veteran 

blisher, president of the house 
of Dutton & Co., seems to be one 
of those old-fashioned people, and 
he has arisen to protest against the 
whole book-club idea. His protest 
js embodied in a letter on the sub- 
ject which he has sent out to book 
reviewers all over the country; and 
ghat he has to say at_least de- 
serves courteous attehtion, be- 
use of the very high regard in 
which he is justly held by all who 
are acquainted with the publish- 
ing world. 

However, it is not assumed by 
this reviewer that such protests 
really matter, however much they 
may delight the old-fashioned. No 
protest against the main stream of 
the world ever matters, and we 
who sometimes. think otherwise 
simply kid ourselves. The main 
stream is checked and diverted by 
its own self-created obstacles, and 
not otherwise, as history proves. 
We human beings now exist almost 
wholly for the big selling game 


’ which is called modern civilization. 


Why not accept the fact? And if 
we accept the fact, what fault can 
be found with clever book-selling 
organizations, since no one com- 
plains about clever soap-selling 
schemes? 

Only the more obviously perti- 
letter are 
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given here. Writes Mr. Macrae: 

It seems to me that this con- 
troversy has brought out several 
important questions which 
should be asked by the public 
of these book clubs and which 
should be answered by some re- 
sponsible man in a perfectly 
Straightforward way: 

(1) What is the object of the 
Book-of-the-Month Club? Is it 
to recommend to its members 
the BEST and MOST OUT- 
STANDING book of the month 
in the opinion of the five judges 
responsible for that selection? 

(2) How do these judges ar- 
rive at their decision? Is proper 
care taken that each book sub- 
mitted for consideration receive 
consideration? How is the long 
list of candidates for that par- 
ticular month weeded out and 
the selection narrowed down to 
a comparatively few books? 

(3) Is it true that books are 
not admitted into the final test 
unless the publishers are willing 
to give a discount of at least 70 
per cent and in some instances 
more? This is a very serious 
and important question for the 
book clubs to answer as it has 
been emphaticaly stated that the 
judges charged with the selec- 
tion of the book of the month 
are in no wise concerned with 
the question of discounts. A 70 
per cent discount means that the 
club buys a $2 book for 60 cents, 
which gives to them the large 
profit of $1.40 on every book 
sold. 

(4) Is any question ever raised 
regarding the amount of adver- 
tising the publisher is prepared 
to do providing his bdok is se- 
lected ag the outstanding book 
of the month?

It would seem that both the 
Book-of-the-Month Club and the 
Literary Guild have become mail 
order devices for the selling of 
books to their subscribers, both 
getting discounts from the pub- 
lishers far in excess of the dis- 
counts allowed by the same pub- 
lishers to the booksellers of the 
country. It has been my under- 
standing that the distinguished 
critics used by the Book-of-the- 
Month Club have contributed 
their expert knowledge with lit- 
tle or no pecuniary compensa- 
tion and that the same thing has 

been true of the Literary Guild. 
A recent announcement tells us 
that Nelson Doubleday, Inc., of 
the mail order division of Dou- 
bleday, Doran & Co., has bought 
a substantial interest in the Lit- 
erary Guild. This announcement 
raises the question as to whether 
or not both these organizations 
have not definitely embarked in- 
to the commercial field of dis- 
tributing books for profit with- 
out regard to the high ideals and 
aims set forth in their early an- 
mouncements to the American 
public. 

The publishers of this coun- 
try throughout their history 
have been noted for their inde- 
pendence and courage. As a 
body we have sought as best we 
could to give to the American 
people the best in literature 
which the genius of the time has 
been able to produce. As a pub- 
lisher I am concerned as to 
whether or not the future will 
still give us the right of free 
choice. If a group of men and 
women is to be allowed to state 
that a particular book is the out- 
standing book of the month 
from the lists of all the pub- 
lishers without individually uc- 
knowledging their responsibility 
for their choice, how are we io 
protect the rights of authors 
whose names and books fail of 
the opportunity of getting before 
these groups?

VAL A. FYNN DIES 
AFTER BRIEF ILLNESS 


Electrical Engineer and Moun- 
tain Climber Succumbs 
in Hospital. 


Valere Alfred Fynn, internation- 
ally known as a mountain climber, 
sportsman and big game hunter, 
and as an inventor and electrical 
engineer, died of blood poisoning at 
St. Luke’s Hospital last night. He 
was 58 years old. 

The poisoning is believed by his 
physicians to have been caused by 


i two carbuncles on his neck from 


which he suffered two weeks ago. 
He was taken to the hospital last 
Thursday. The blood poisoning 
became apparent four days laten 

Born in Russia, where his father 
was building the imperial railway 
for the Czar, Mr. Fynn attended the 
finest engineering schools in Swit- 
zerland and Germany and conduct- 
ed a thriving electrical manufac- 
turing business in England until 
1909, when he came to America as 
consulting enginer for the Wagner 
Electric Corporation of St. Louis. 

Prior to that time he had in- 
vented the Fynn alternating cur- 
rent motor, which later was im- 
proved and now is manufactured 
by the Wagner company under the 
name of the Fynn-Weichsel Motor. 
Its design, on a new principle-oef 
operation is such that it uses cur- 
rent which other types of motors 
waste, and which engineers for- 
merly referred to as “dead” cur- 
rent. 

After climbing many Swiss 
mountain peaks, and earning mem- 
bership in most of the important 
Alpine clubs, Fynn attempted to 
ascent of Mount Victoria, in the Sel- 
kirk range in Alberta, Canada, His 
first four attempts to. scale the 
mountain failed, although he 
reached the top of the north peak 
of Victoria. His wife, a noted wom- 
an mountain climber, accompanied 
him and is the first woman to 
climb that peak. 

Then, July 16, 1922, after he had 
given up an unsuccessful hunt for 


Kadiak bear in Alaska, he success- 
fully cl'mbed the peax, accompa- 
nied by Rudolph Aemmer, his 
Ewirs guide. The ascent, 11.355 
fect, was accomplished in 1i153%% 
hours, curing which the two men 
clung precariously to the a'mrost 
sheer west side of the peak, towcr- 
ing alcove Lake Louis2, aud = cut 
tiny stepae in the ice. Th2y de- 
scended by way of the less precipi- 
tous east slope. 

In August, 1924, a party cf three 
experienced mountain climbers, led 
by Mr. Fynn, made the firat asrent 
of Mount Giekie, in the Canadian 
Rockies. This was considered a 
feat even greater than that ef 
climbing Mount Victoria. Vic- 
toria had been climbed before, but 
neyer from the west. No one had 
ever before been successful in 
climbing Giekie. 

The Fynn apartment at 4954 
Lindell boulevard, was filled with 
trophies of Mr. Fynn’s hunting ex- 
peditions in the western part of 
the\United States and Canada, in 
Alaska and in Russia. The heads 
of Rocky Mountain goats, deer, elk 
and Alaskan bear hung upon the 
walls. Mr. Fynn had given up the 
apartment recently, and planned to 
move from St. Louis because the 
climate did not agree with him. 

In the interim, he had been 
staying at the former home of his 
wife’s parents, 5054 Cabanne ave- 
nue. Mrs. Fynn’s mother, Mrs. 
Thomas Oliver Hyman, died in 
Miami, two weeks ago. 

Funeral services for Mr. Fynn 
will be conducted at an undertak- 
ing establishment at 5165 Delmar 
boulevard. Interment will be in 
Valhalla Cemetery. 

Surviving are his widow, Mrs. 
Maybelle Hyman Fynn, and two 
sisters, who live in Europe.

‘Simple Science for Everybody | 


By Colin G. Welles, Ph. D. 
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* GETTING TO THE BOTTOM OF THINGS. 


HAT is the- smallest known 
part of anything-—-water or 
air or reck or plant or ani- 
mal? 

If one wanted to divide a drop 
of water, for instance, into the 
smallest possible bits which would 
still be water one would get a tiny 
speck called a “molecule” of water. 
A molecule has never been seen, 
but it has been measured after a 
fashion, and the only way one can 
even guess at its size is to imagine 
enlarging the drop of water so that 
it is the size of the whole earth. If 
you did that, a molecule of the wa- 
ter would be about an inch across. 


+ But one hasn't imagined “small 


enough” when one has thought 
how very, very tiny a molecule is. 
For scientists divide the molecule 
of water into the glasses from 
which water is made—that is, hy- 
drogen and oxygen. 

And then they go on to divide 
the amount of oxygen and hydro- 
gen in this very small molecule of 
water into even smaller bits of gas 
called atoms. 

Now the size of an atom is al- 
most beyond thinking, 
while scientists, who are always 
eager to get at the bottom 
things, 


and for a/| 


and electrons would be too small 
to be seen. And even if you man- 
aged to enlarge a proton so you 
could see it, you certainly couldn't 
see an electron, for it would take 
1800 electrons to make a proton. 

But the most curious thing about 
these smallest imaginable small 
things is that both protons and 
electrons have electric charges. 

And so, as you thing down from 
a grain of sand ora dro» of water 
or a single speck of any other 
matter, to a molecule, to its atoms 
and finally to its electrons and pro- 
tons, you come to realize that 
plants and animals and minerals 
and gases—indeed, all matter is at 
bottom made of tiny bodies carry- 
ing electrical charges.

Glassware adds to the product an 
attractiveness for sales purposes 
and prevents the possibility of loss 
of any of the original flavor as 
may be caused by tin absorption 

For sales purposes and appear- 
ances it is desirable to have the 
product retain the natural or want- 
ed color, and if necessary an arti- 
ficial coloring may be resorted to. 
Pears are often treated to a little 
bleaching to make them white. 
Beets may have vinegar or acetic 
acid added to keep the bright red 
shade. | 

The Government allows a mini- 
mum of artificial coloring and 
flavoring. The ingredients of 
these should be noted on the label. 
and it is always advisable to read 
the labels carefully: Some brands 
of peas and beans used to contain 
a harmful, artificial color to make 
them a nice, bright green. This is 
absolutely prohibited now. 

Unless he is very familiar with 
the different kinds of syrups, the 
layman can rarely ascertain 
whether a syrup is a pure mapl» 
Syrup or a cane syrup mixture 
nierely from taste and odor. 


In the extreme case of a pure 
maple or an almost wholly cane 
mixture, the diffference is more 
readily detectable. But sometimes 
as much as half maple and half 
cane may have been used, and 
taste of neither will be easily per- 
ceptible, Even if a cane content 
is apparent, the exact amount of 
the cane syrup ingredient is a dif- 
ficult problem. 

The label occasionally tells the 
amount of maple syrup and .cane 
syrup content, A pure maple syrup 
is usually more expensive than the 
mixture, and a higher price for 
the purer maple syrup is justifi- 
able. 

In the canned goods article we 
neglected to mention a point on 
spiced goods. There is little differ- 
ence in the general quality of the 
package spices and the loose spices. 
The price is higher for spices in 
packages because of the care and 
material involved in packing. Of 
course, the package is more sani- 
tary.

RAISING DAHLIAS FROM SEED . 


Bedding Dahlias Grown From Seed. 


garden, is now grown more ex- 

tensively than any other fall 
flower and the ease with which new 
varieties may be grown from seed 
and a collection of a wide range 
of colors obtained has made the 
growing of seedling dahlias a big 
gardening feature. The dahlia may 
be grown as an annual, blooming 
the first year from seed. 

The main requisite in growing 
se€dling dahlias ig to get an early 
start. The large flowered varie- 
ties should be sown not later than 
March to be certain of getting a 
blooming season in the garden of 
reasonable length. Many green- 
houses will grow a flat of dahlia 
seedlings for a small fee and thus 
relieve the gardener of the work 
and worry of bringing the seedlings 
through safely until planting out 
time. 

Dahlias are as easy to grow 
from seed as zinnias, germinate 
quickly with a large percentage of 
germination and grow rapidly. 
If they can be started in February 
or March they will begin blooming 
in the garden in late August or 
early September. Later planted 
seed will be later to bloom accord- 
ingly. Sown in the open ground, 
the large vapieties cannot be de- 
pended upon to give more than a

few blooms just in time te be 
caught by frost. 

The variety from a packet of 
good seed is one of the most in- 
teresting features of dahlia raising. 
Some of the seedlings will not be 
worth keeping but will give a fine 
show of color. The best may be 
taken up and storéd. New named 
dahlias are the pick of thousands 
of seedlings but any gardener can 
have the fun of trying for a new 
prize winner. 

The dwarf bedding types, such 
as the Coltness hybrids, may be 
sown in the opem ground as an- 
nuals about May 1 and will come 
into bloom in August and give @ 
gay show for the rest of the sum- 
mer. They are so easily raised 
from seed that only the finest need 
be saved as they form tubers just 
like the large, double varieties. 
The bedding dahlias are favorite 
delicatessen for grasshoppers. 
When grasshopper ime arrives 
along in July, it will be necessary 
to give the dahlias a spraying of 
arsenate of lead, paris green or 
some other arsenical poisoning so 
that the hoppers may be discour- 
aged. They eat the petals com- 
pletely away in no time if given a 
chance. A bed of the Coltness 
dahlias is as showy as a bed of 
zinnias. 

Never put the egg beater'in wat- 
er to soak. The water will draw 
the oil from the gears and make 
the beater useless.

Canary and Its Cage | 


F you possess a canary—first 
| see that its cage is the right size 

for it. One too small will irri- 
tate the tail feathers and destroy 
the health of the bird. 


The cage should be cleaned daily 
and fresh sand, water and seed put 
in it, 


Canaries should be protected 
from all draughts and have plenty 
of sunlight without the direct rays 
of the sun. It should be bathed 
at least three times a week. If it 
is ailing, do not meddle. Take the 
bird to an authorized pet dealer 
who will know ~hat to do for it. 


Do not keep a canary in a wood- 
en cage, for vermin get in the 
wooden bars. The metal or pyralin 
cages are much more sanitary. 

If your bird does not sing at 
first, do not worry. Canaries must 
become accustomed to their sur- 
roundings before they will sing. 

Never tease or frighten canaries 
as they are very nervous and can 
easily be frightened to death.

GETTING TO THE BOTTOM OF THINGS. 


HAT is the- smallest known 
W part of anything—water or 
° air or reck or plant or ani- 
mal? 

If one wanted to divide a drop 
of water, for instance, into the 
smallest possible bits which would 
still be water one would get a tiny 
speck called a “molecule” of water. 
A molecule has never been seen, 
but it has been measured after a 
fashion, and the only way one can 
even guess at its size is to imagine 
enlarging the drop of water so that 
it is the size of the whole earth. If 
you did that, a molecule of the wa- 
ter would be about an inch across. 
' But one hasn't imagined “small 
enough” when one has thought 
how very, very tiny a molecule is. 
For scientists divide the molecule 
of water into the glasses from 
which water is made—that is, hy- 
drogen and oxygen. 

And. then they go on to divide 
the amount of oxygen and hydro- 


and electrons would be too small 
to be seen. 


And even if you man- 
aged to enlarge a proton so you 
could see it, you ceriainly couldn't 
see an electron, for it would take 
1800 electrons to make a proton. 

But the most curious thing about 
these smallest imaginable small 
things is that both protons and 
electrons have electric charges. 

And so, as you thing down from 
a grain of sand ora dro,» of water 
or a single speck of any other 
matter, to a molecule, to its atoms 
and finally to its electrons and pro- 
tons, you come to realize that 
plants and animals and minerals 
and gases—indeed, all matter is at 
bottom made of tiny bodies carry- 
ing electrical charges.
